OTTAWA,  Feb.  7.— Tlir  l?riti-I)  roluml.i.t  statute  of  V)2l 
regarding  Oriental  labor  was  declared  by  the  Supreme  Court  today 
to  be  ultrm  vires.  The  text  of  Sir  Lotiii  Davies'  judgment,  giving 
thr  i  nlini:  of  f!,,  <  (Mirt,  which  IS  available  tonight,  makes  this  clear, 
r.arlif-r  disfj.iti  hr<,  l.asffj  on  (iticvtions  erroneously  supplied  as  be- 
fore the  court,  gave  the  iiii]irr- i<.ii  that  the  court  was  expressing  an 
opinion  on  whether  or  not  the  Japanese  JVeaty  Act  of  1913  operated 
to  effect  the  tegitlative  jurisdiction  or  powers  of  the  legislative  as- 
sembly of  British  Columbia,  and  that  the  court  had  answered  the 
qbestion  in  tlic  negative. 

The  questions  actually  before  the  court,  it  was  pointed  out  to- 
night, were  the  follojving: 

1.  Mad  the  Legfaiatttfe  of  Fritlsh  CoTumbiia  authority  to  enact 
chapter  49  of  its  statutes  of  1921,  entitled  "An  act  to  validate  and 
confirm  certain  ordcrs-in-council  and  provioioas  f  lati«|f  t»  em- 
ploynient  of  persons  on  crown  property?" 

2.  If  the  said  act  be,  in  the  opinion  of  the  court,  ultra  vires  in 
part  only,  then  in  what  particular  is  k  ultra  vires? 

Giviiijr  his  judgment,  Sir  Louis  Davies.  Chief  Justice,  said  that 
thr  orders  in  coimcil  which  are  -scheduled  {<>  the  a<  t  in  (|uestion. 
and  arc  attempted  to  be  validated  thereby,  provide  that  "in  all  con- 
tracts, leases  and  concessions  of  whatsoever  kind  entered  into,  issued 
or  made  by  the  Government,  or  on  behalf  of  the  Government,  pro- 
vision %r  made  that  no  Chinese  or  JfepaneK  aktA\  be  employed  in 
connection 'therewith,"

When 
Oallua  Cesser  waa  carrying  on  hla 
campaign  in  Qaal.  it  waa  one  of  the 
chief  citlea  rf  that  war-Uke  tribe,  the 
Nervll.

of  prominence  down  the  centuries 
l-ight  up  ti>  the  world  war.  In  which 
It  waa  very  much  in  evidence,  but  for 
nothlag  la  It  better  known  than  for 
the  perfegtlon  of  nm  cotton  fabrlca.
